In a conventional substrate storage container, as shown in a perspective view 
of Fig. 1 and a sectional view of Fig. 2, a plurality of grooves 2 is formed on a pair of 
inner side surfaces toward the bottom side (lower side) from the opening side (upper 
side) of a storage inner box 1 so as to oppose each other. A plurality of substrates 3 is 
stored in the opposed grooves 2, 2 one by one so as to be perpendicular to and spaced 
with each other. The storage inner box 1 is to be contained in a storage outer box 4. 
The upper ends of the substrates 3 stored in such a manner protrude from the opening 
portions of the storage inner box 1 and the storage outer box 4. When a container 
cover 5 is fixed on the storage outer box 4, the upper ends of the substrates 3 come into 
contact with a contact member 6 inserted and fixed on the inner ceiling of the container 
cover 5, allowing the substrates to be fixed. 
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
